Educated Immigrants Struve 


Study finds employment disparity for foreign-bom workers 


One out of every five college-educated immi- 
grants in the United States is either unem- 
ployed or working in an unskilled job such as 
a dishwasher, fast-food restaurant cashier or 
security guard, depriving the US. economy 
of the full potential of more than 1.3 million 
foreign-born workers, according to a study 
released Wednesday. 

The plight of such immigrants is familiar to 
anyone who has gotten a ride from a taxi driv- 


er with an engineering degree from Ethiopia 
or had their car parked by a garage atten- 
dant who used to practice law in El Salvador. 
However, the report by the Washington-based 
Migration Policy Institute is the first to quan- 
tify the extent of the problem. 

“This shows that immigrant brain waste is 
a reality — that the challenge of integration 
is not restricted to unskilled workers,” said 
researcher Michael Fix, who co-authored 


the study with Jeanne Batalova. 

Of particular concern, added Fix, was the 
finding that highly educated Latin American 
and African immigrants fare far worse than 
Europeans or Asians. Nearly half of recently 
arrived college-educated Latin Americans hold 
unskilled jobs. So do more than one-third of 
those who have been in the country for more 
than 10 years and have presumably had more 
time to learn English, make professional con- 
tacts and pass US. professional certification

Media coverage of Sen. John McCain 
has been heavily unfavorable sincethe 
political conventions, more than three 
times as negative as the portrayal of Sen.

Poll: McCain, Obama in Dead Heat 


Statistical tie shows 
race tightening with 
12 days until election 

WAS H I N GTO N I The presidential race 
tightened after the final debate, 
with John McCain gaining among 
whites and people earning less than 
$50,000, according to an Associat- 
ed Press-GfKpoll that shows McCa- 
in and Barack Obama essentially 
running even among likely voters 
in the election homestretch. 

The poll, which found Obama at 


44 percent and McCain at 43 per- 
cent, supports what some Republi- 
cans and Democrats privately have 

■ said in recent days: that 

vote the race narrowed after 
the third debate as GOP- 
leaning voters drifted 

home to their party and 

McCain’s “Joe the plumber” anal- 
ogy struck a chord. 

Three weeks ago, an AP-GfK 
survey found that Obama had 
surged to a seven-point lead over 
McCain, lifted by voters who 
thought the Democrat was better 


suited to lead the nation through 
its sudden economic crisis. 

The contest is still volatile, and 
the split among voters is apparent 
less than two weeks before Elec- 
tion Day. 

“I trust McCain more. ... I don’t 
think Obama has been around long 
enough,” said Angela Decker, 44, of 
La Porte, Ind. 

But Karen Judd, 58, of Middle- 
ton, Wis., said, “Obama certainly 
has sufficient qualifications.” She 
said any positive feelings about 
McCain evaporated with “the out- 


right lying” in TV ads. 

The poll was taken over five days, 
from Thursday through Monday, 
starting the night after the candi- 
dates’ final debate and ending the 
day after former Secretary of State 
Colin Powell broke with the Repub- 
lican Party to endorse Obama. 

McCain’s strong showing is part- 
ly attributable to his strong debate 
performance; Thursdaywas his best 
night of the survey. McCain also has 
improved his rating for handling 
the economy and the financial cri- 
sis.

NY. Woman Arrested for 73rd Time 


NEWYORKIA 70-something woman 
was arrested for the 73rd time, 
accused of stealing a police decoy 
wallet and stuffing it into her bra. 

The woman, who prosecutors 
say has used 36 different names, 
was indicted Tuesday as Kather- 
ine Kelly. 

A criminal complaint charged 


Kelly with grand larceny and 
attempted grand larceny after her 
arrest in a Manhattan supermarket 
Oct. 15.

Kids’ Food 
Allergies 
On the Rise 

CDC: About 3 million 
children affected by a 
food-related condition 

ATLANTA I Food allergies in Ameri- 
can children seem to be on the rise, 
now affecting about 3 million kids, 
according to the first federal study 
of the problem. Experts said that 
might be because 
parents are more 
aware of allergies 
and quicker to have 
their kids checked 
out by a doctor. 

About 1 in 26 
children had food 
allergies last year, 
the Centers for 
Disease Control 
and Prevention reported Wednes- 
day, up from 1 in 29 kids in 1997- 
The 18 percent increase is sig- 
nificant enough to be considered 
more than a statistical blip, said 
Amy Branum of the CDC, the study’s 
lead author. 

Nobody knows for sure what’s 
driving the increase. A doubling in 
peanut allergies — noted in earlier 
studies — is one factor, some experts 
said. Also, children seems to be tak- 
ing longer to outgrow milk and egg 
allergies than they did in decades

Peeled Scotch Tape Emits X-Rays 


Surprising discovery 
could eventually lead 
to inexpensive X-rays 

NEW YORK I Just two weeks after a 
Nobel Prize highlighted theoretical 
work on subatomic particles, physi- 
cists are announcing a startling dis- 
covery about a much more familiar 
form of matter: Scotch tape. 

It turns out that if you peel the 
popular adhesive tape off its roll in 
a vacuum chamber, it emits X-rays. 
The researchers even made an X-ray 
image of one of their fingers. 

Who knew? Actually, more than

50 years ago, some Russian scien- 
tists reported evidence of X-rays 
from peeling sticky tape off glass. 
But the new work demonstrates 
that you can get a lot of X-rays, a 
study co-author says. 

“We were very surprised,” said 
Juan Escobar. “The power you 
could get from just peeling tape 
was enormous.” 

Escobar, a graduate student at 
the University of California, Los 
Angeles, reports the work with 
UCLA colleagues in Thursday’s 
issue of the journal Nature. 

He suggests that with some 
refinements, the process might be 


harnessed for making inexpensive 
X-ray machines for places where 
electricity is expensive or scarce. 

In the study, a machine peeled 
ordinary Scotch tape off a roll in a 
vacuum chamber at about 1.2 inches 
per second. Rapid pulses of X-rays 
emerged from very close to where 
the tape was coming off the roll. 

So, is this a health hazard for 
unsuspecting tape-peelers? 

Escobar noted that no X-rays are 
produced in the presence of air. You 
need to work in a vacuum — not 
exactly an everyday situation. 

“If you’re going to peel tape in a 
vacuum, you should be extra-care- 
ful,” he said. “I will continue to use 
Scotch tape during my daily life, 
and I think it’s safe to do it in your 

office.” MALCOLM RITTER (AP)

Officials fear bug will 
spread, destroy the 
New England forests 

WORCESTER, MASS. I A wood- 
devouring beetle has gained a foot- 
hold in New England, and authori- 
ties plan to cut down large numbers 
of infested trees and grind them up 
to stop the pest from spreading to 
the region’s celebrated forests and 
ravaging the timber, tourism and 
maple-syrup industries. 

The infestation of Asian long- 
horned beetles in the Worcester 
area marks the fourth time the pests 
have been found in trees in the Unit- 
ed States and the closest they have 
ever come to the great New England 
woods that erupt in dazzling, tourist- 
pleasing colors in the fall. 

“This insect scares us to death 


because if it ever got loose in the 
forests of New England, it would 
be just about impossible to con- 


tain, and it’d change the landscape 
dramatically,” said Tom McCrum, 
coordinator of the Massachusetts

Maple Syrup Association. 

Calling it a national emergency, 
federal authorities have committed 
themselves to spending tens of mil- 
lions of dollars to fight the invasion. 
They have sent in smoke jumpers, 
tree climbers and other experts to 
identify infested trees. 

The affected area now covers 


62 square miles around Worcester 
and four neighboring towns, and at 
least 1,800 trees have been tagged 
for destruction. 

The outbreak was detected this 
summer after Donna Massie spotted 
beetles on a tree in her backyard in 
Worcester. She caught one, searched 
online to identify it and then called 
agriculture authorities. Now her 
tree is riddled with holes. 

“It looks like someone opened 
fire with a machine gun,” Massie, 
53, said of the signature exit holes 
gnawed away by the bullet-shaped 
beetle with long antennae and a 
voracious appetite for hardwood. 

The beetles first appeared in the 
United States in 1996 in Brooklyn, 
probably arriving in the wood of 
a shipping crate from China. The 
beetles have no natural predators in 
North America, and regular insecti- 
cides are useless once the eggs hatch 
in hardwoods such as birch, poplar, 
willow, sycamore, maple and elm.

Early Voter Turnout Overwhelming

MIAMI I Unprecedented numbers 
of early voters in Florida and other 
Southern states are prompting elec- 
tion officials to add equipment, 
extend schedules, and hand out 
water and chairs to make people 
comfortable as they wait for hours 
to cast their ballots. 

About 150,000 people cast bal- 
lots Monday and Tuesday, the first 
two days of early voting in Florida. 
The crowds are so large that local 
elections supervisors are increasing 
the number of key voting compo- 
nents, updating Web sites with wait 
times, and handing out fans and 
water to people standing in line.

BANGKOK, THAILAND 

Protesters Force Thai PM 
To Flee Governmeiit Ministry 

Thailand’s prime minister was 
forced to flee one of his own gov- 
ernment ministries Wednesday as 
protesters demanding his resigna- 
tion taunted him, tossing sandals 
and plastic bottles at his entourage. 
Security officials hustled Prime 
Minister Somchai Wongsawat 
though a mob of 100 to 200 dem- 
onstrators a day after a Thai court 
convicted the country’s former lead- 
er and Wongsawat’s brother-in-law, 
Thaksin Shinawatra, of violating a 
conflict of interest law when he was 
in office from 2001 to 2006. (ap) 

DAKAR, SENEGAL 

Peace Corps Volunteers 
To Return to Liberia Sunday 

The Peace Corps will return to war- 
ravaged Liberia on Sunday for the 
first time since fighting erupted 
nearly two decades ago. The goal of 
12 volunteers who will stay eight or 
nine months will be to help rebuild 
the West African nation’s shattered 
education system. The Peace Corps 
pulled out of Liberia shortly after 
rebels invaded the nation in 1989. (ap)

U.N.; China Should Enact 
Stricter Laws, Surveillance 

China can boost public trust badly 
shaken by a spate of food safety 
scandals, including tainted for- 
mula that gave thousands of babies 
kidney stones, by enacting stricter 
laws and replacing its patchwork 
surveillance system, the U.N. said 
Wednesday. The U.N. also recom- 
mended other changes, includ- 
ing more funding and training for 
food inspectors, in a 30-page paper 
released Wednesday, (ap) 



U.S. Strike Kills 9 Afghans 


Coalition may have 
mistakenly hit allied 
troops at checkpoint 

KABUL, AFGHANISTAN I A U.S.-led 
coalition airstrike hit an Afghan 
army checkpoint Wednesday, killing 
nine soldiers, Afghan officials said. 
The American military acknowl- 
edged that its forces may have “mis- 
takenly” killed allied troops. 

The U.S. acknowledged that its 
forces “may have mistakenly killed 
and injured” Afghan soldiers in 
what may have been a case of mis- 
taken identity “on both sides.” The 


deaths come as Afghan President 
Hamid Karzai presses interna- 
tional forces to avoid airstrikes in 
civilian areas. 

Arsallah Jamal, the province’s 
governor, said the Afghan soldiers 
died at a fixed army checkpoint 
in a region where American and 
Afghan troops have been conduct- 
ing operations for over a week. 
Gen. Mohammad Zahir Azimi, the 
Defense Ministry spokesman, con- 
firmed nine soldiers died and three 
were wounded in the airstrike in the 
Sayed Kheil area of Khost province 
in eastern Afghanistan. 

“As a Coalition forces convoy was 


returning from a previous opera- 
tion, they were involved in multiple 
engagements,” a U.S. military state- 
ment said. “As a result of the engage- 
ments, ANA [Afghan army] soldiers 
were killed and injured.” 

Col. Greg Julian, the chief spokes- 
man for U.S. troops in Afghanistan, 
said American officials would meet 
with Afghan defense officials to “sort 
out the details.” 

In the country’s southern Uruz- 
gan province, a two-day battle that 
ended Wednesday killed 35 Taliban 
fighters and three Afghan police, 
said Juma Gul Himat, Uruzgan’s 
provincial police chief amir shah (a p) 


Donors Pledge $4.5B in Georgia Aid 


U.S., EU lead Western 
backers in giving funds 
for post-war recovery 

BRUSSELS, BELGIUM | Georgia’s 
Western backers led by the Unit- 
ed States and the European Union 
promised $4.5 billion in new aid 
at an international donors confer- 
ence on Wednesday to help the ex- 
Soviet republic rebuild after its war 
with Russia. 

The pledges raised exceeded the 
asked-for $3.2 billion based on an

assessment made by the World Bank 
and the United Nations, despite the

Of the aid, $3.7 billion will 
go toward public expenditure, to 
fund mostly social and construc- 
tion programs, and $850 million to 
the private sector to spur economic 
growth, officials said. 

“This sends a very strong mes- 
sage to the Georgian population 
that we stand by our word and ... are 
also ready to provide not only strong 
political but also financial and prac-

U.K. Court 
OKs Hybrid 
Embryos 

Lawmakers approve 
scientists’ proposal for 
stem cell research 

LO N D 0 N I British plans to allow sci- 
entists to use hybrid animal-human 
embryos for stem cell research won 
final approval from lawmakers 
Wednesday in a sweeping overhaul 
of sensitive science laws. 

The House of Commons also 
clarified laws that allow the screen- 
ing of embryos to produce babies 
with suitable bone marrow or 
other material for transplant to 
sick siblings. 

It was the first review of embryo 
science in Britain in almost 20 
years. 

The legislators voted 355 to 129 
to authorize the proposals after 
months of sometimes bitter debate 
that has pitted Prime Minister 
Gordon Brown’s government and 
scientists against religious lead- 
ers, anti-abortion campaigners 
and others anxious about medical 
advances. 

Brown says he believes scientists 
seeking to use mixed animal-human 
embryos for stem cell research into 
diseases such as Parkinson’s will 
help improve — and save — mil- 
lions of lives. 

Decisions by Britain’s Human 
Fertilization and Embryology 
Authority, an independent body 
that regulates fertility and embryo 
research in the U.K., to allow the 
practice have previously been vul- 
nerable to challenges in court. 

While Britain has been seen as a 
world leader in stem cell and clon- 
ing research, similar work to create 
human embryos from animal eggs is 
also being conducted in China and

Victims were likely 
army recruits waylaid 
by al-Qaeda in 2005 

BAGHDAD | Iraqi officials Wednes- 
day reported finding mass graves 
with the remains of 34 people, 
most believed to have been Iraqi 
army recruits waylaid three years 
ago by al-Qaeda gunmen as they 
traveled to a training base near the 
Syrian border. 

Farmers tipped off authorities 
last week about the graves, located 
in the Euphrates River valley near 
Syria, according to a local mayor, 
Farhan Fitaghan. 

Fitaghan said two of the remains 
belonged to women. 

Most of the victims were believed 
to have been army recruits from 
the southern Shiite city of Karbala 
who were traveling by bus in Sep- 
tember 2005 to a training camp 
in an abandoned phosphate plant 
in Qaim when they were stopped 


by gunmen and taken away, the 
mayor said. 

Also Wednesday, a car bomb 
exploded in the northern city of 
Mosul, killing four civilians, police 
said. The city has been plagued by 
attacks against Christians and other 
religious minorities despite months 
of U.S. and Iraqi military operations 
to chase out extremists. 

Mosul officials said few of the 
nearly 10,000 Christians chased 
from their homes earlier this month 
are returning to the city, despite 
government pledges of financial 
support and protection. 

Every Christian family that 
comes back to Mosul would receive 
1 million Iraqi dinars — about $865 
— on orders of the prime minister, 
said Jawdat Ismaeel, a local migra- 
tion official. 

Lt. Gen. Riyadh Jalal Tawfiq, the 
Iraqi military commander for Nine- 
vah province, said the government 
would protect “every family that 
returns home.” robert h. reid (ap) 


Japanese Sailor Dies in Fight Ritual 


TOKYO I A Japanese sailor drop- 
ping out of an elite navy training 
program died in an unofficial fare- 
well ritual requiring him to fight 15 
classmates, the Defense Ministry 
said Wednesday. 

The 25-year-old petty officer 
died of internal injuries on Sept. 25, 


nearly two weeks after being 
knocked unconscious in the kick 
boxing-style fight, the ministry said 
in an interim report. 

“Anyone would think it was over- 
kill or went over the edge,” Defense 
Minister Yasukazu Hamada said. He 
vowed a thorough investigation, (ap)

Pakistan Reviews Security 


Lawmakers adopt 
resolution urging talks 
with Islamic militants 

ISLAMABAD, PAKISTAN I Pakistani 
lawmakers passed a resolution 
Wednesday calling for an urgent 
review of the government’s national 
security strategy, saying that dia- 
logue with Islamic militants should 
be given the “highest priority.” 

The 14-point resolution was 
adopted during an unusual, closed- 
door, joint session of Parliament 
called by the fledgling civilian gov- 
ernment to forge a national consen- 
sus on battling extremism in this 
U.S.-allied nation. 

“This is a historic moment for 
the country as the nation’s repre- 
sentatives unanimously adopted 
a resolution,” Information Min- 
ister Sherry Rehman said. “This 
will definitely help to improve the 
situation and to rid the country of 
the menace of terrorism.” 

The resolution struck a nuanced 
tone that appeared aimed at

addressing concerns of opposition 
lawmakers who have criticized US. 
influence and pushed for nego- 
tiations with Taliban militants in 
the troubled border region with 
Afghanistan. 

The resolution calls for an “inde- 
pendent foreign policy” but also 
states that Pakistan will not let its 
soil be used for terrorist attacks 


RELUCTANT REQUEST 

Pakistan sought help from the 
International Monetary Fund on 
Wednesday to avoid defaulting 
on billions of dollars in loans. 

Pakistani officials had pre- 
viously saidturningto the IMF 
would be a last resort. 

Dominique Strauss-Kahn, 

IMF managing director, said in 
a statement that an IMF mis-

Show Faith in Ads 


Donations skyrocket 
for probably no God’ 
bus poster campaign 

LONDON I London buses have God 
on their side — but not for long, if 
atheists have their way. 

The sides of some of London’s 
red buses will soon carry ads assert- 
ing there is “probably no God,” as 
nonbelievers fight what they say is 
the preferential treatment given to 
religion in British society. 

Organizers of a campaign to raise 
funds for the ads said Wednesday 
they received more than $113,000 
in donations, almost seven times 
their target, in the hours since they 
launched the project on a charity 
Web site. Supporters include Oxford 
University biologist Richard Dawk- 
ins, who donated $9,000. 

The money will be used to place 
posters on 30 buses with the slogan, 
“There’s probably no God. Now stop 
worrying and enjoy your life.” The 
plan was to run the ads for four 
weeks starting in January, but so 
much money has been raised that 
the project maybe expanded. 

Comedy writer Ariane Sherine 
envisioned the campaign after see- 
ing Christian posters on London 
buses. She said she visited a Web 


site promoted on one ad and found it 
told nonbelievers they would spend 
eternity in hell. 

“I thought it would be a really 
positive thing to counter that by 
putting forward a much happier 
and more upbeat advert, saying: 
‘Don’t worry, you’re not going to

hell,”’ said Sherine, 28. “Atheists 
believe this is the only life we have, 
and we should enjoy it.”

Investors Feel Weight of Recession 


Dow falls 514 points 
as companies release 
latest earnings figures 

NEW YORK I Wall Street tumbled 
again Wednesday as investors 
worried that the global economy is 
poised to weaken even as parts of 
the credit market slowly show signs 
of recovery. The major indexes fell 
more than 4 percent. 

Corporate profit forecasts, a 
jump in the dollar and falling oil 
prices signaled investors are fear- 
ful that an economic slowdown 
will sweep the globe even if lend-

ing begins to approach more nor- 
mal levels. 

While reduced strains in global 
credit markets have eased some 
investors’ nervousness about the 
economy, market anxiety remains 
as hundreds of companies this 
week report third- quarter results 
and issue somewhat murky fore- 
casts that are stirring unease 
about the economic bumps that 
may come. 

John Thornton, co-portfolio 
manager at Stephens Investment 
Management Group LLC in Hous- 
ton, said investors’ fear has shift- 
ed from the immediate concerns 


about tightness in credit and the 
resulting difficulty in borrowing 
to the broader economy as com- 
panies come out with their quar- 
terly numbers. 

“Even if it weren’t for the cred- 
it crisis, we’d probably be looking 
toward a pretty tough recession 
anyway,” he said. “The third-quarter 
earnings are kind of uninspiring, 
but third quarter hasn’t been the 
real concern of people. I think the 
concern is the depth and duration 
of the downturn and the effect it’s 
going to have on earnings.” 

The Dow fell 514.45, or 5.69 per- 
cent, to 8,519.21, after being down 
as much as 698 points in the final 
half hour of trading. Still, the Dow 
finished above its Oct. 10 closing 
low of 8,451.

Wachovia writes down 
$23.9 billion ahead of 
buyout by Wells Fargo 

NEW YORK I Wachovia Corp. on 
Wednesday reported a staggering 
$24 billion loss as it took a good- 
will impairment charge of nearly 
$19 billion ahead of its acquisition 
by Wells Fargo & Co. 

The Charlotte, N.C.-based bank 
reported a loss after paying pre- 
ferred dividends of $23.89 billion, 
or $11.18 per share, in the period 
ended Sept. 30, compared with 
earnings of $1.62 billion, or 85 cents 
per share, a year earlier. 

The bank said its acquisition 
by Wells Fargo, in an all-stock 
deal currently valued at about 
$14 billion, is on track to close in 
the fourth quarter. 

Excluding goodwill impairment 
of $18.7 billion and merger-relat- 
ed and restructuring expense of 
$414 million, the bank lost 
$4.76 billion, or $2.23 per share.

Search Goes on for Fairfax Officer 


Man vanished during 
a diving exercise in 
Pohick Bay on Tuesday 

Search and rescue teams continued 
Wednesday to scour the waters near 
the Mason Neck area after a Fairfax 
County police officer disappeared 
during a diving exercise in Pohick 
Bay on Tuesday. 

The officer’s name has not 
been released, but police said the 
officer is a man. About 15 people 


were involved in the training exer- 
cise Tuesday afternoon, including 
members of the police dive team, 
helicopter and marine patrol units, 
and several Fairfax firefighters, said 
Fairfax Officer Don Gotthardt, a 
police spokesman. 

Police said Wednesday they had 
sent a ground search and rescue 
team to the shoreline in Charles 
County. Officer Eddy Azcarate, a 
police spokesman, said that a bea- 
con placed in the bay Tuesday had 
traveled east out of the bay and

across the Potomac River to the 
Maryland shoreline. 

Azcarate said the U.S. Coast 
Guard was helping to coordinate 
a grid search of both the bay and 
the surrounding land area. Div- 
ers in both wet and dry suits could 
be seen standing in shallow water 
along the Mason Neck shoreline 
searching for the officer. 

Fairfax Chief David M. Rohrer, 
who has been on the scene, sent an 
e-mail to his troops Wednesday, 
urging them to “keep our officer 


and his family in your thoughts 
and prayers.” 

“I am not able to provide sig- 
nificant detail at this stage, but our 
current focus is our commitment 
to continue our search and rescue 
mission, with significant efforts 
under way by our dedicated men 
and women,” Rohrer wrote. 

Fairfax Officer Tawny Wright 
said the officer was wearing a dry 
suit rather than a wet suit; a dry 
suit is used in cold water and might 
enable the missing officer to survive 
longer in the wind-swept waters. He 
was not wearing an oxygen tank or 
diving apparatus, tom jackman and

Scribe of the West 


The woman behind 
‘Brokeback’ discusses 
stigmas and regrets 

AUTHOR I On Bridge Street in Sara- 
toga, Wyo., few shopkeepers know 
the name Annie Proulx. But they 
sure know the title of her most 
famous short story, “Brokeback 
Mountain.” 

“Yuck,” says a wiry older woman 
in the Hat Creek Gift Shop, which 
sells cowboy tchotchkes. “Some 
people are just plain strange.” 

“I wish I’d never written it,” 
Proulx says at her home five miles 
outside town, looking out enor- 
mous windows onto the river and 
the limestone cliffs that define her 
property. 

Not because of the townspeople 
she doesn’t think much of Not even 
because the word “brokeback” has 
been misappropriated, as in, “Hey, 
you’re not goin’ brokeback on me, 
are you?” 

It’s all the manuscripts, screen- 
plays and letters sent to her by 
men who rewrite or serialize her 
story, adding new characters, 
endings and even successive gen- 
erations. 

“These cover letters,” she com- 
plains, “always begin with the sen- 
tence T’m not gay, but. ... ‘ They 
think that just because they are

men, they understand men better 
than I do.” 

The story, says Proulx, spine 
straight, hands slapping her knees 
for emphasis, “was about homopho- 
bia in a place.” 

So much of Proulx’s hard, fine 


writing is about place, it’s a wonder 
more people don’t try to find her. 
After winning the 1994 Pulitzer 
Prize for her novel “The Shipping 
News,” set in Newfoundland, Proulx 
became a fixed star in the literary 
constellation, winning almost every 
prize a writer could win. 

Yet no one in Saratoga knows her 
name, not the woman who runs the 
gallery, the man who runs the print 
shop, the women at the Valley Wom- 
en’s Christian meeting or the men in 
Shively’s Hardware store. But they 
know “Brokeback,” and they know 
the piece of land she lives on. 

Proulx bought the land from 
the Nature Conservancy, but now 
she is ready to move on, at least for 
the winters. “I like to keep moving,” 
she explains. 

Her new book, “Fine Just the 
Way It Is,” is the third in an astrin- 
gent triptych of Wyoming story 
collections, joining “Close Range” 
(which includes “Brokeback Moun- 
tain”) and “Bad Dirt.” 

The first of these books, Proulx 
explains, “was a backhand swipe 
at the mythology of the West — 
the old beliefs that aren’t really 
true, like the idea that there are no 
homosexuals in Wyoming. Every- 
one here is playing some role: the 
brave pioneer woman, the cow- 
boy.”

GOOD GENES I Hank Williams III 
and Shooter Jennings wrestle 
with the legacies of their celebrat- 
ed ancestors in new albums, with 
Williams doing it with the atti- 
tude in his music and lyrics, and 
Jennings by completing a collabo- 
ration he started with his father a 
dozen years ago. 

We’ve long known Hank III got 
his daddy’s gene for self-congrat- 
ulatory rebelliousness; now, there 
are more signs he also got some of 
his grandaddy’s talent for map- 
ping complex emotions with a few 
economical strokes of the pen.

As for Jennings, it’s remarkably 
good to hear Waylon’s extraordi- 
nary voice, even if the majority of 
the eight songs on “Waylon For- 
ever” — among the last things he 
recorded before his death six years 
ago at age 64 — revisit tunes from 
his ’70s heyday. 

The album teams him with 
Shooter’s band, the .357’s. Shoot- 
er adds more rock drive and sonic

A Swift Rise to Fame 


Country star morphs 
into superstar with the 
release of Tearless’ 

UP-AND-COMING I It’s a Steamy sum- 
mer night on the banks of the Ohio 
River, and Taylor Swift, dressed in 
a green sundress and worn cow- 
boy boots, is backstage for a meet- 
and-greet with her Cincinnati fans. 
Swift’s appearance with country trio 
Rascal Flatts is sold out. 

For her preteen fans — and there 
are plenty — she drops to one knee 
and converses at eye level. Those 
who asked for hugs didn’t receive 
an awkward, half-hearted embrace: 
Even the girl holding an “Ohio Loves 
Taylor” sign who nearly tackled 
Swift got a warm response. And 
so begins the transition of Swift 
from rising country superstar — her 
2006 self-titled debut album has 
sold 3.4 million units, in addition 
to 7-5 million single downloads — 
to just plain ol’ superstar.

In tandem with the promotional 
push behind the release of her new 
album, “Fearless,” out Nov. 11 on 
Big Machine Records, Swift landed 
partnerships for women’s apparel 
and toys — and will attempt what 
to date has been almost impos- 
sible for a country artist: to make 
an impact overseas. 

“Being on a little record label, 
you have to fight harder than being 
on a bigger record label to be on 
award shows, to be a perform- 
er and a presenter, and to get big 
tours and support,” Swift says. “My 
record label had 12 employees when 
I put out my album and my single, 
and I just kept looking around and 
thinking, ‘Some day we are going 
to grow and we are going to have a 
fighting chance.’” 

For his part, label president Scott 
Borchetta is just as appreciative 
of the talent he has in Swift. “Her 
female appeal is this big,” Borchetta 
says, spreading his arms wide. “She 
connects with women 8 to 38.”

“15,” one of the standouts on the 
record, reinforces Borchetta’s point. 
The song — which includes the lyr- 
ics, “In your life you’ll do greater 
things than dating a boy on the 
football team” — will connect with 
teens looking for hope and with 
adult women looking back. 

“It’s the most personal song I 
have ever written,” Swift says. “I 
walked away from love and then I 
walked into a record label. Abigail, 
my best friend that I met fresh- 
man year in high school, got her 
heart ripped out, and I was there 
and went through it with her, but 
I am really glad that I was able to 
write it down.” 

For Swift, it still comes down to 
writing music from her heart. 

“I’m absolutely consumed by 
this album, by creating it. ... There 
is only one way that I know how 
to write songs and that is about 
personal things that happen to 
me,” says Swift, who as on her first 
album wrote or co-wrote every 
song on this album. “It is amazing 
how many people come up to me 
and say, ‘It’s strange how complete- 
ly this is what I am going through 
right now.’ That is the coolest com- 
pliment somebody can give you.”

Drivers seek public 
charging stations for 
eco-friendly vehicles 

Owning an electric vehicle requires 
more than global- cooling ambi- 
tions. It takes guile, planning, 
sharp vision, a silver tongue — and 
a 50 -foot extension cord. 

Steve Bernheim knows acces- 
sible outlets like a firefighter knows 
hydrants. He has to — his Corbin Spar- 
row runs only 25 miles on a charge. 

“You do guerrilla charging where 
you locate these plugs,” said Bern- 
heim, an attorney who lives in the 
Seattle suburb of Edmonds. “I’m an 
expert at finding them.” 

While California has more than 
500 public charging stations at 
parks, malls and grocery stores to 
serve electric vehicles that rolled 
out in the last decade, the network 
is still thin across the rest of the 
country, forcing drivers like Bern- 
heim to get creative. 

That may change as charging

stations crop up in San Jose, Seattle 
and Portland to serve early adopters 
and pave the way for a new breed of 
mass market plug-in cars. 

“Every auto company in the world 
is developing all- electric or plug-in 
hybrids,” said Zan Dubin Scott, a 
spokeswoman for Plug In America, a 
nonprofit advocacy group for electric 
car owners. “The utilities, municipal- 
ities and smart business people are 
seeing that this is the future.” 


The vast majority of electric 
vehicle owners charge their cars 
at home while they sleep, so most 
trips aren’t a problem. 

But drivers can now plug in — 
reservations recommended — at two 
park-and-ride lots in King County, 
which includes Seattle. The county 
plans to add sockets at three garages 
under construction. 

“We want to make sure we’re 
ahead of the curve in doing what we 
can to support the use of these vehi- 
cles,” said Rochelle Ogershok, a coun- 
ty transportation spokeswoman. 

In Oregon, Portland General 
Electric put five free charging sta- 
tions in downtown Portland, Salem 
and suburban Lake Oswego, and 
plans to add more. 


Electric Ride 


At the end of the year. Coulomb 
Technologies plans to roll out five 
curbside charging stations in down- 
town San Jose that drivers can 
access through a prepaid plan. The 
company is working with groups in 
New York and Florida to do some- 
thing similar, president and founder 
Praveen Mandal said. 

Palo Alto, Calif. -based Better 
Place is working with Renault SA to 
develop charging stations for elec- 
tric cars in Israel and Denmark that 
would work on a paid subscription, 
said spokeswoman Julie Mullins. 

In recent months, the smaller 
Seattle-area cities of Edmonds and 
Lacey invited drivers to plug in their 
electric vehicles at free stations near 
their respective city halls. 

“We haven’t seen much usage yet, 
but we wanted to put it out there,” 
said Graeme Sackrison, mayor of 
Lacey, a town of 38,000 an hour 
south of Seattle. “You have to have 
the infrastructure in place so people 
feel comfortable using them.”

Street-legal “neighborhood elec- 
tric vehicles” that can travel up to 
25 mph typically go about 35 to 40 
miles on a single charge. Vehicles 
like the Chevrolet Volt that General 
Motors Corp. plans to sell in 2010 
can travel about 40 miles before the 
gasoline engine kicks in. 

Drivers like Bernheim, whose 
range is about 25 miles to a charge, 
has become adept at sweet-talking 
for the use of a 110 -volt outlet if he 
needs to travel farther. Once, he 
persuaded a fruit stand owner to 
let him plug in. He ended up buy- 
ing $50 of produce there. 

Bernheim says there are about 
30 reliable sites in the Seattle area 
to plug in. Most are free, but some 
require calling a fellow enthusiast 
ahead of time. Others charge the 
same as parking a gas-powered car — 
$7 per hour at the downtown Seattle 
Public Library garage. 

Jeff Smith, 51, a mechanical 
parts inspector, carries three exten- 
sion cords of varying lengths when 
he drives his ZENN (Zero Emission, 
No Noise) two-seater. 

At his home in a Seattle suburb. 
Smith has posted a sign “plug in 
vehicle parking only” outside his 
kitchen window and invites others 
to plug in. No one has taken him up 
on the offer yet. phuong le (ap)

John Grogan 

Best-selling author JOHN GROGAN 
(‘‘Marley & Me”) was online 
Wednesday and discussed that 
book; his new memoir, ‘The Longest 
Trip Home”; and the upcoming 
“Marley” movie. 

The Post review noted that there 
is a long tradition of memoirs of 
growing up in devout Catholic fam- 
ilies. What is it, do you think, that 
makes this such fertile ground? 
The Catholic experience is a pow- 
erful one, at once somewhat oner- 
ous and also comforting and struc- 
tured. It’s an experience many 
of us Catholics, especially those 
who have struggled with the faith 
and the Church’s orthodoxy, find 
impossible to ignore. 


Did your father know of the success 
of “Marley & Me” before he passed 
away? 

Unfortunately, no. I write about this 
in the “LTH” (“The Longest Trip 
Home”), too. My book was still in 
the copy-editing stage when he died 
in December of 2004. 1 was able to 
read him the first three chapters, 
and the smile they brought to his 
face will always stay with me. 

I loved “Marley & Me.” I give the 
book to all my dog-loving friends as 
birthday and Christmas presents. 

I can’t wait to see the movie. But, 
then again, I can. The trailer makes 
me cry. I’ll probably be a basket case 
by the end of the movie! 

I will only say that Owen Wilson, who 
is well known for his great comedic 
skills, turns in a very sensitive and 
nuanced performance at the end. 
There’s real emotion there, and I think 
viewers will be surprised and blown 


away by this more complex, more vul- 
nerable side of the actor. 

I greatly enjoyed listening to the 
audiobook version of “Marley & Me” 
during my work commute and often 
found myself laughing out loud in 
my car at Marley’s antics. Do the 
dog actors in the movie look and act 
very much like Marley? 

It took some 25 dogs to capture the 
essence of our one Marley. There 
were a lot of puppies, young adults, 
older adults and senior dogs. The 
main star, though, was a big, pow- 
erful, beautiful and TOTALLY 
INSANE Lab named Clyde. Even 
with his professional trainers, he 
was hard to keep reined in.

NAME: Max Alvarez 
GIG: Film historian 


ALVAREZ HAS A taste for blood. Put 
away the garlic — he’s actually the 
go-to lecturer for horror films, 
and a more engaged, erudite Virgil 
through this cinematic underworld 
you could not ask for. On Sunday, 
Alvarez brings his expertise and a 
load of clips to the S. Dillon Ripley 
Center for a three-hour tour of Hol- 
lywood’s dark side, discussing “The 
Vampire on Film” for bloodthirsty 
mortals. He spoke with Express 
about the vampire in a changing 
society and why he’s the David 
Bowie of film lecturers. 

Your list of clips ranges from the 
Hammer horror films to “Buffy the 
Vampire Slayer.” Is this an indica- 
tion of the timeless appeal of the 
vampire legend? 

Absolutely. And it’s indication that 
it seems that no matter what era the 


vampire legend is being portrayed, 
it seems to tap into something of 
that era. Whether it’s the Victo- 
rian age and the need to repress 
sexuality — that’s what made the 
vampire so popular. ... It adapts to 
various decades. 

And in the late ’80s, you had AIDS- 
scare vampire metaphors like 
“Addiction.” 

In “Addiction,” the question is, if 
you’re a vampire how do you live 
your life? How do you get a job? 
Where do you sleep? 

That’s true; I was always jealous 
of Anne Rice’s aristocratic vamps, 
with centuries of Krugerrands or 
whatever stashed away. 

Right, usually vampire can afford 
to be vampires. 

Vampires have crept into every art 
form, not all visual. 

We’ll also talk about literature, but 


the focus will be on the vampire on 
film. My biggest fear is that there 
will be Anne Rice groupies who will 
want to know if the vampire was 
portrayed more accurately in the 
third book versus the fourth. 

You should dress, like, all in white, 
with a bow tie. That’ll really freak 
them out. 

I was thinking of that! At first, I 


thought I’d wear black. But then 
I was thinking of David Bowie in 
that Frank Sinatra period, when 
he’d show up at concerts in, like, a 
suit and vest, and all the kids were 
in outer-space getups. ... This hor- 
ror thing has been annual for a few 
years, and last year we did mon- 
sters, and we got a lot of dedicated 
monster buffs. I don’t know what 
to expect.

You’ll be talking about “Buffy,” the 
greatest TV show ever made. 

Well, what’s funny is that the Rim 
kind of came and went in 1992. It 
didn’t do that well, and then got kind 
of a cult following. We’ll have clips 
from the film and then at least the 
first season. ... Of course, it started in 
the ’60s with “Dark Shadows.” Then 
in the ’70s there was [“Kolchak,] the 
Night Stalker.” ... And now there’s 
the HBO show [“True Blood”], 
which I haven’t been able to see.

A Fringe Fest favorite 
recalls one of our most 
colorful presidents 

STAG E I No crabs were harmed dur- 
ing the making of “President Hard- 
ing Is a Rock Star.” 

The Landless Theater produc- 
tion of Kyle Jarrow’s politically and 
musically raucous play insinuates 
that the 21st president was done 
in by bad crabmeat, possibly at the 
hand of first lady Flossie Harding. 
But director Melissa Cruz opted to 
use bread or marshmallows onstage 
in lieu of the actual murder weapon 
— “something safe ” she exclaims. 

But, “Andrew wanted to use real 
crab, since he’s the only one eating 
it,” Cruz says, referring to Andrew 
Baughman, who plays the prez in 
question and is also Cruz’s husband. 
“I really don’t want him food-poi- 
soned out there.” In other words. 


she doesn’t want to play Flossie to 
Baughman’s Harding. 

“President Harding Is a Rock 
Star,” another entry in Landless’ 
string of envelope-pushing pro- 
ductions, offers laughs mixed with 
insight into current events. His 1920 
presidential campaign was one of 
the first to be heavily covered by 


the national media and the first to 
attract the endorsements of Holly- 
wood stars like Douglas Fairbanks 
and A1 Jolson. “It really parallels 
what’s going on now, the rock-star 
treatment that candidates have 
now,” says Cruz. 

After winning the office in a 
landslide, the Ohio-born Harding 


notoriously carried on an affair with 
his teenage lover in the Oval Office, 
had booze in the White House dur- 
ing Prohibition, and allegedly gam- 
bled away the presidential china. 

In presenting Harding as a rock 
star. Landless maybe drawing stron- 
ger parallels to the tabloid antics of 
celebrities like Britney Spears, Amy 
Winehouse and Pete Doherty. “Amy 
should probably come see the show. 
It might help her,” says Cruz. 

But ultimately, she wants the 
show to be thought-provoking. 
“What Landless is hoping for with 
this show is to get people thinking 
about the election, thinking about 
who they’re voting for,” says Cruz. 
“Come see this show, think about 
the election, and make a good deci- 
sion.” Stephen M. DEUSNER

M U S I C I When you make a name for 
yourself writing introverted cham- 
ber pop ditties, it’s big news when 
you decide to crank up the volume. 

Stephin Merritt’s long-running 
quartet the Magnetic Fields, who 
play the Lisner Auditorium Sun- 
day, did exactly that with “Distor- 
tion,” released this past January, 
and generated a lot of buzz — in 
both senses of the word. 

“Distortion” is arguably the most 
direct, rock-oriented recording the 
band has done. Gone are the orches- 
tral arrangements, although there 
are still echoes of them in songs like 
“Mr. Mistletoe” and “Zombie Boy.” 

Few would have predicted this from 
the band when it emerged in the 
early 1990s. Back in those days, the 
choir girl tones of former lead vocal- 
ist Susan Anway gave the music a 
breezy girl group feel. 

The band is now made up of 
Merritt on keyboards and vocals, 

Sam Davol on cello and flute, John 
Woo on guitar (and occasional 
banjo) and manager Claudia Gon- 
son on piano, percussion and sec- 
ond lead vocals. Merritt approaches 
the group’s albums as stylistically 
pre-determined art projects in 
the manner of David Bowie and 
Brian Eno. 

Thus, the band’s 1999 three-CD 
collection, “69 Love Songs,” was an 
endurance test for Merritt’s prolific 
songwriting. “I” boasted a group of 
song that all began with that letter. 

The new model Magnetic Fields was 
influenced by Merritt’s love of the 
abrasive 1985 Jesus and Mary Chain 
album “Psychocandy,” which may 
have been considered a U.K. odd-

ity upon release, but has become 
strangely influential. 

“I developed arrangements with- 
out thinking in terms of a particular 
production style,” explains Merritt 
by telephone. “And then I decided 
on the production style about two 
weeks before we began recording, 
whereupon we distorted everything 
and had the verge of feedback hap- 
pening at all times.” 

It’s certainly a far cry from the 
music Merritt is usually associated 
with, which includes not only cham- 
ber pop but also theatrical scores. 
He counts his earliest musical love 
as pre-rock music. As a child, he says 
he was “exposed to Brecht and Weill 
and Marat/Sade,’ and not a lot else. 
I didn’t hear musical theatre music 
as a child. No opera.” 

The grungier sound of “Dis- 
tortion” is epitomized by the song 
“California Girls,” which voices 
the exact opposite sentiments of 
the Beach Boys tune of the same 
name. Earlier in the year, the song 
was all over college radio, causing 


the un-chart-friendly band to place 
in the Billboard album chart. Does 
Merritt find it amusing that the 
band’s success is escalating after 
all this time? 

“I don’t know that it’s especially 
escalating so much as it’s the charts 
are falling apart,” he laughs. “The 
charts are a completely different 


animal from what they were only 
a few years ago.” 

Merritt says he has no idea wheth- 
er the Magnetic Fields’ uptick in pop- 
ularity has changed his audience: 
“I can’t tell whether the audience 
is younger or not,” he says. “I can’t 


particularly see the audience. I don’t 
know that we’ve gotten a larger live 
audience. This tour seems pretty con- 
stant with the previous tour.” 

Merritt also downplays the 
band’s recent switch to the larger, 
Warner Music-distributed None- 
such Records from the indie label 
Merge Records. 


“It doesn’t make much difference 
to me as an artist,” he says. “That’s 
more about the management side. 
I don’t usually talk much to the 
record label. We keep putting out 
a lot of records on Nonesuch but 
we’re not putting out records only 
on Nonesuch.” 

Merritt’s reference to other 
record labels is an allusion to some 
of his other projects. But when asked 
about “side projects,” his famous 
prickly disposition surfaces (he’s 
also known for his scathing reviews 
in Time Out New York). 

“I don’t use the word ‘side proj- 
ects’,” he sniffs. OK. Well, what, 
does he call endeavors like his other 
bands. Future Bible Heroes or the 
Gothic Archies? 

“Well, they’re different things,” 
he offers. “They’re other bands. Dif- 
ferent things.” 


He seems to take delight, though, 
in the fact that the Gothic Archies 
have fans who probably don’t even 
know the Magnetic Fields exist. 
After all, they’re best known for 
scoring the “Lemony Snicket” audio- 
books and placing music in the old 
Nickelodeon series “The Adventures 
of Pete & Pete.” 

“The Gothic Archies are a lot 
more famous than the Magnetic 
Fields,” he says, “but only in a cer- 
tain age demographic. It doesn’t 
overlap very much with Magnet- 
ic Fields.” 

Fair enough. It’s hard to imagine 
the “Lemony Snicket” set embrac- 
ing a noisefest like “Distortion.”

Swedish musician 
Theresa Andersson 
makes loopy music 

MUSIC I Theresa Andersson took a 
multisensory approach to compos- 
ing her third album, “Hummingbird, 
Go!” “I spent a lot of time searching 
for melodies in my garden, paint- 
ing chords, that kind of thing,” says 
the Swedish-born artist, who has 
lived in New Orleans for more than 
a decade. “Id go into my spice cabi- 
net and sniff out the different spices 


of the different songs.” 

That creative strategy has lead 
to Andersson’s most assured and 
original album to date, one that 
burst with Technicolor pop hooks 
and unusual musical textures. In 
that regard, “Hummingbird, Go!” 
is a different effort for Andersson, 
who in the past has recorded bluesy 
rock and country records steeped 
heavily in New Orleans flavor. “I’ve 
really not taken a new direction so 
much as I’ve found my direction,” 
she says. 

In finding her direction, she 


has found a new approach to pre- 
senting and playing these songs. 
Onstage, Andersson surrounds 
herself with an arsenal of instru- 
ments, which she plays and loops 
into full accompaniment. Coordi- 
nating so many different elements 
into a track while simultaneously 
singing and playing guitar or violin 
means Andersson must put her full 
body into her performances.

She admits she initially had 
some trouble keeping her balance, 
frequently falling down while 
pressing down two pedals simul- 
taneously. So she took dance les- 
sons to improve her balance and 
broke the songs down beat by beat 
so she would know where her feet 
needed to be. 

Whether she’s playing solo shows 
or touring with friends and fel- 
low Swedes Ane Brun and Tobias 
Froberg, Andersson enjoys the chal- 
lenge of looping so many different 
instruments into her songs, even 
when they don’t all match up. “It 
can’t be perfect, but I think it adds 
a little tension that I enjoy. And 
I think the audience gets excited 
when they feel the song happen- 
ing.”

Against 
The Grain 

The Arabian Sights 
film festival shows a 
fresh side of hip-hop 

FILM I Hip-hop has gotten a lot 
of mileage from Chuck D’s nearly 
20 -year-old comment that rap is 
“the CNN of black America.” But the 
genre’s status as apolitical medium 
has long been compromised — at 
least in the U.S. 

As Jackie Salloum shows in her 
film, “Slingshot Hip Hop,” the music 
is still a source for sociopolitical dis- 
course in Israel and the Palestinian 
territories. The documentary is one 
of the 11 movies screening at the 13th 
Annual Arabian Sights Film Festi- 
val, held at E Street Cinema. 

Arabian Sights will have sever- 
al directors in attendance, includ- 
ing Mai Masri (“33 Days.” Oct. 
24), Bassam Haddad (“The Other 
Threat,” Oct. 25 and Nov. 1) and 
Amin Matalqa (“Captain Abu Raed,” 


Nov. 1-2), as well as Salloum (Oct. 
26). But it’s a musical performance 
at this film festival that promises to 
be a highlight. On Sunday, after the 
screening of “Slingshot Hip Hop,” 
one of the film’s rap trios, DAM, 
and singer Abeer will appear at the 
Hard Rock Cafe. 

DAM formed in 1999 in the 
slums of Lyd, 20 kilometers from 
Jerusalem. The title track to DAM’s 
2001 album, “Min Irhabi” (“Who’s 
the Terrorist?”) became an anthem 
for young Palestinians. 

In the film, the pro-women’s 
rights DAM is shown performing, 
teaching kids self- empowerment 
and trying to meet with a handful of 
other Palestinian rappers, including 
P.R. (The Palestinian Rapperz) who 
live in the Gaza Strip and can’t travel 
to the Lyd section of Israel. 

No matter which side you come 
down on between Israel and Pal- 
estine, “Slingshot Hip Hop” shows 
how the nation’s innocent youths 
have suffered, and continue to suf- 
fer, from occupation and retali- 
ation. But at least now they have 
a CNN for Palestinian Israel.

Politics on the rocks 
in ‘Drunk Enough 
To Say I Love You?” 

STAGE I Audience members can 
expect to experience a range of 
reactions over the duration of 
Forum Theatre’s two-man pro- 
duction, “Drunk Enough To Say I 
Love You?” 

Utter bewilderment seems a 
logical initial response to a play in 
which the leading dudes portray 
the roles of countries — the U.S. 
and Britain. The confusion con- 
tinues with a dialogue that sounds 
like two streams of consciousness 
playing pingpong. A few minutes in, 
though, the audience gains recog- 
nition of what the hell is going on. 
Once the disorientation settles, 
“Drunk Enough” reveals itself to be 
a clever and scathing commentary 
on America’s misuse of power. 

In “Drunk Enough To Say I 
Love You?,” playwright Caryl 
Churchill takes a harshly cyni- 
cal (though largely accurate) look 
at America’s role in the world 


throughout history. The two char- 
acters, Sam (or America), played 
by Adam Jonas Segaller, and Guy 
(or Britain), played by Peter Stray, 
are entangled in an unstable, co- 
dependent relationship, meant to

demonstrate what happens when 
two powerful countries get in bed 
with each other. Churchill rais- 
es questions about how the rest 
of the world views America and 
what it all means for our coun- 
try’s future. 

A foreign affairs degree and a 
jaded outlook on U.S. politics cer- 
tainly come in handy while watch- 
ing this production, directed by 


John Vreeke. The play isn’t for 
everyone, naturally, as the script 
— which feels a tiny bit preachy at 
times — could pass as a more-poetic 
abbreviated compilation of Noam 
Chomsky lectures. 

The scenes of dialogue between 
Sam and Guy are split up by chilling 
photographic slideshows, accompa- 
nied by popular American songs. 
Conveying bitter irony, songs such 
as “At Last” sung by Etta James 
play while images including the 
most frightening depictions from 
the Vietnam War are projected 
onto the stage. 

Churchill’s political storytelling is 
woven together by the roller-coaster 
love affair between Sam and Guy. 
Sam is controlling; Guy is passive- 
aggressive. The emotions displayed 
by actors Segaller and Stray allow for 
comic moments, bringing needed 
levity to the play’s controversial his- 
tory lesson.

Alaa Al Aswany uses 
‘Chicago’ to explore 
Egypt and humanity 

BOOKS I The best- 
selling novelist in the 
Arab world is a den- 
tist in Cairo. Alaa Al 
Aswany ’s new book, 
“Chicago,” is No. 1 and his previ- 
ous book, “The Yacoubian Build- 
ing,” still sits at No. 2 (no doubt 
helped by the big-budget movie 
based on it).

But rather than put down the dental 
floss and drills for literary stardom, 
Al Aswany keeps his day job, in part, 
to stay connected with the people 
who populate his novels. 

“The novelist is writing about his 
human experience, and the golden 
rule in fiction writing is to write 
what you know, what you have seen 
and you have lived,” he said. “That’s 
why I wrote about Chicago; it was 
such a rich experience in my life. I 
just became another person, in the 
very positive sense.” 

Al Aswany studied dentistry 
at the University of Chicago, and 
his campus experiences inform 
the many plot threads that course 
though the vibrant “Chicago.” Amer- 
icans and Egyptians interact in the 
Windy City in a post-Sept. 11 world, 
experiencing fear, love and hate — 
all the usual human emotions. 

“The novel is presenting people 
as people,” Al Aswany said. “Even 
though they are different in cul- 
tures and have different problems. 


they are people. . . . And I think this 
is literature. ... Literature, all over 
its history, has been a wonderful 
tool for human communication 
and human knowledge, and we get. 


as people, on both sides, from very 
different cultures, to get to know 
each other better.” 

While “Chicago” explores many 
political points, it’s ultimately a plu- 
ralist drama, complete with cliff- 
hanger chapters. 

“I do expect the reading of the 
novel to be a pleasure,” Al Aswany 
said. “In fiction, we had a very 
strong influence all over the world 


beginning from the ’50s to the ’80s 
by ‘nouvelle roman,’ the new French 
novel. There’s too much experi- 
mentalism in this kind of writing, 
and I’m not against this, but many 


times you have a very mysterious, 
sometimes boring novel. ... I try all 
the time to attract my reader and 
keep him pleased with the read- 
ing. I think it’s part of my job.”

Wheels 

Dexter Romweber 
takes fervid fans on 
a rockabilly road trip 

MUSIC I Jack White reveres him. 
Chan “Cat Power” Marshall, Neko 
Case and Exene Cervenka guest 
on his new album, “Ghosts Along 
the Texas Coast.” He’s been on the 
road for 25 years, solo and with the 
Flat Duo Jets. So is this the year 
Dexter Romweber finally breaks 
through? 

“Sometimes when I listen to mod- 
ern music, I think there’s no way I 
could be in it in that way. It’s so just 
over the top,” he says. 

Early videos of the Flat Duo Jets 
show a Chapel Hill kid with Rob- 
ert Smith’s bush of hair ripping out 
primal Eddie Cochran riffs over the 
stomping beat of drummer Chris 
“Crow” Smith. “I loved that obscure 
’50s music — we weren’t doing Elvis 
covers. But that’s not the best busi- 
ness move, you know? But I was 
drawn in unconsciously.” 

Now, for his 15th album, Romwe- 
ber pulls in more lost sounds. “‘Pol- 
ish Work Song’ sounds very gypsy- 
like,” he says. Other touchstones? 
Late-era Johnny Cash. Leonard 
Cohen, early ’50s jazz, torch songs. 
“And some is big band music, with 
saxophones and bongos, upright 
bass and pianos. This record jumps

all over the place.” 

Together with his sister, Sara 
— a seasoned drummer for bands 
like Let’s Active and Snatches of 
Pink — the Dexter Romweber duo 
has clocked about a half-century of 
road time. 

“Being on the road is like arriving 
at a very surreal party,” he says. Any 
given show might produce the crazy 
cousin, the long-lost friend, the itin- 
erant pal who appears unannounced. 
“And it’s hilarious. I’m like: ‘How did 
I ever end up here with these kooky 
characters?’ It’s almost like a David 
Lynch movie.” 

Yet, “Do I really want to do this?” 
he wonders. “That’s the damndest 
thing about music: It’s really the 
most beautiful thing that the plan- 
et has, this heavenly, ethereal thing 
that hits people’s emotions. And I’ve 
been in it since I was 14. So you do 
the work, but you’re the last one to 
get paid. It’s a very strange dance.”

Indie-poppers the 
Rosebuds find a way 
to bloom in tough turf 

MUSIC I Mass media be damned, 
locale still matters. At least, it does 
in the case of husband-and-wife 
indie-popsters the Rosebuds, who 
start a North American tour in D.C. 
on Thursday. The Southern roots 
of the tuneful twosome’s sound is 
what helped grow their compelling 
blend of florid pop and prickly pol- 
itics. So says the duo’s female half, 
Kelly Crisp. 

“North Carolina might have 
helped to shape who we are because 
we’ve been reacting to the [conser- 
vative] politics of our own state,” she 
says. “A lot of our lyrics are political 
in a way that would upset our fami- 
lies if they really listened.” 

Crisp is referring to lyrics like 
those in the beloved “Get Up Get

Out,” a discofied call to revolution. 
There’s also personal politics, like 
some of the ones penned for the 
new record by Crisp and hubby 
Ivan Howard. 

“The songs all carry messages of 
their own, [but] they work togeth- 
er as vignettes of a larger piece,” 
Crisp explains. “The first track, 
to me, is about Ivan leaving home 
and knowing that he had to leave 
a small town — not only specifi- 
cally, but also he had to leave that 


skin behind.” 

While that might sound a bit 
heady or pretentious, the Rose- 
buds’ musical bouquets on “Life 
Like” are anything but. They can 
get you on your feet (“Bow to the 
Middle”), entice you to sing along 


(“Nice Fox”) or bring you to tears 
(“In the Backyards”). Comfy home 
production makes it easy listening 
in the best sense. 

“Plaster walls, hardwood floors, 
pretty good microphones . . . you real- 
ly don’t need much more except good 


music, and I don’t feel like there’s 
any way you can get a producer to 
fancy that up.” tony sclafani

Surfs up as Laika 
& the Cosmonauts 
splash down in style 

MUSIC I Perhaps because the water’s 
colder in Finland, Laika & the Cos- 
monauts sound rather more seri- 
ous than the American surf bands 
they’re often lumped together with. 
Elements of Finnishness remain. 

“It’s written somewhere in 
between the lines,” says organist- 
guitarist Matti Pitsinki. “It’s not 
totally intentional. We probably 
have a bit more minor-key har- 
monics and melodies than your 
average American instrumental 
rock band.” 

Although surf has employed 
“exotic” sounds ever since Dick 
Dale translated “Miserlou” from 
oud to guitar, the music has gen- 


erally evoked the sun-kissed bliss 
of endless summer. Laika is more 
melancholy; their tunes feel like 
wonderful stories winding toward 
a close. Sadly, it’s a perfect mood for 
the present. Thursday marks the 
band’s last area appearance. After 


20 years without a lineup change, 
Laika’s hanging it up. 

They’re going out on top, with 
“Cosmopolis: 1988-2008,” a career- 
spanning collection that also high- 
lights the soundtrack music that 
helped establish their identity. Ber- 


nard Herrmann’s scores for Wertigo” 
and “Psycho” are melded on “Psyko.” 
The “Get Carter” and “Ipcress File” 
themes likewise get Laika’d. 

“One of our aims has been to write 
and play kind of cinematographic 
music,” Pitsinki explains. “Cosmop- 
olis” includes previously unreleased 
selections from the soundtrack the 
band wrote for Fritz Lang’s dystopian 
masterpiece “Metropolis.” 

“Even though it was made in 
1927, it has some kind of a forever 
futuristic touch to it, feel to it. And 
then, of course, it’s also a love story, 
so it was something that we could 
relate to,” says Pitsinki. 

“The monumentalistic scenery, 
architectonic even, and the eternal 
fight between evil and good, and 
greed and modesty — those were 
just the themes that just about any- 
body could relate to. And so did 

we.” GLENN DIXON

2 cool 2 B 4gotten 

DVD I The first episode of the short- 
lived NBC high school drama 
“Freaks & Geeks” begins with a 
handsome football player and a cute 
cheerleader having a serious conver- 
sation on the bleachers. Archetypal 
popular kids, they could be charac- 
ters in any series or movie set among 
lockers and classrooms. 

Fortunately, the camera bare- 
ly pays them any attention before 
it descends below the bleachers, 
where it finds the show’s true deni- 
zens: the Stoners, misfits, bad kids, 
freaks and geeks. 

The show, which was set in 1980, 
doesn’t base its depiction of high 


school on the typical hierarchy of 
popularity. There are cheerlead- 
ers and jocks, of course, as well as 
nerds and outcasts, but they actu- 
ally interact in intriguing ways, cre- 
ating one of the most complex and 
realistic views of American high 
school, one that resounded beyond 
its period-piece setting. 

Of course NBC killed it after 
only a few airings. In the annals of 
prematurely canceled television 
shows, none has stung so harshly 
as the demise of “Freaks & Geeks,” 
which had quickly attracted a very 
loyal audience. 

Shortly thereafter. Shout! Fac- 
tory released a DVD set to stores, 
but creators Paul Feig and Judd 
Apatow offered diehard fans a lim- 
ited-edition, eight-DVD set pack- 
aged as a yearbook.

Since then, Apatow has helped 
make this type of cringe-inducing 
humor an increasingly popular stock 
in Hollywood and has taken many of 
the cast members with him, includ- 
ing Seth Rogen, James Franco and 
Jason Segel. Their popularity alone 
seems like a good enough reason to 
give the yearbook edition of “Freaks 
& Geeks” a wider release. 

This is arguably the best, most 
exhaustive, and most lovingly 
curated television set of the DVD 
age, containing an abundance of 
makings- of, gag reels and delet- 
ed scenes. 

The main attraction, however, 
may be the multiple commentary 
tracks for each episode, which 
involve almost all the young cast as 
well as minor recurring characters. 
In most cases, they are as funny as 
the show itself. 

It’s a true fan’s set, exhaus- 
tively chronicling every aspect of 
the show, its characters and its 
creators. But these 18 episodes 
can live up to all that scrutiny.

New shop shows that 
fast food can be good 
for you and the Earth 

TRENDING GREEN I AuBon Pain? Pot- 
belly? Subway? D.C.’s lunch options 
are sounding tired. But there’s a 
new kid in town. Organic to Go, 
opening in the spots of lunchtime 
standby High Noon, is spreading 
the anti-pesticides gospel. 

Between the soups, sandwiches 
and salad bar. Organic to Go looks 
like any other Golden Triangle caf- 
eteria, but through its commitment 
to avoiding trans fats, partnering 
with family farms and using hybrid 
delivery vehicles, this “fast-casual 
cafe” operates on a different model. 
The menu has its quirks as well, 
with salad-bar options of curry 
chicken salad, Italian-dressing- 
spiked quinoa and wild salmon 
chunks. 

Breakfast is served all day, fea- 
turing the naughty bacon, egg and 
salsa burrito to the nice spinach 
and egg white sandwich. For the 
true to-go crowd, international pre- 
made options abound: a Thai-style 
veggie wrap, Greek orzo pasta and 
Mediterranean salad. The coffee is 


organic and free-trade certified. And 
environmentally speaking, the drink 
cups, containers and bags are made 
from corn and are biodegradable, 
sustainable and compostable. 

If you can make full use of your 
lunch hour, there are seats outside 
while the weather is still accommo- 
dating, as well as couches and tables 
in the mock living room.

Washington state. Organic to Go 
looked to D.C. as its shining city on 
a hill on this side of the country. 

Michael Johnson, vice president 
of regional development, explains 
D.C.’s attractiveness: “The density 
and demographics are ideal: D.C. 
is a highly educated population 
who cares a lot about responsible, 
organic eating [and its] transient 
population from all over the world 


[is] are more likely to embrace new 
concepts.” (Feel free to interpret that 
marketing talk as, “Downtown work- 
ers have demonstrated a willingness 
to pay $8 for a sandwich.”) 

The organic paradigm can 
include additional tenets regard- 
ing sustainability. But fitting that 
philosophy into a bicoastal, multi- 
storefront company can be a chal- 
lenge. 

Organic to Go is “in the process 
of reaching out locally,” explains 
Johnson, “specifically around pro- 
duce ... with local co-ops. I would 
love to say that we could get as 
focused as becoming completely 
seasonal and local, but the reality 
is that our customers are not there 
yet. They will still want tomatoes 
in the winter.” 

Johnson believes that in the 
spring and summer, more items will 
“help tell the story of organic and sus- 
tainability while putting some awe- 
some farm fresh products out there.”
